If such a simple matter as changing the outlet would 
make the system work, it would not be necessary to substitute 
low down tanks for flushometers and we gontend this feature 
was the controlling factor and not the position of the outlets. 
Another disadvantage under which the system is, or was working, 
is that there were no means Of keeping up the air contents, 
and unless this is done, the amount of aeration will ultimately 
use up the air cushion. It is quite possible that owing to a 
low dowm tank being used, less water is wasted and the using 
up of the small reserve at the bottom,with this feature added, 
will lessen the number of times pump has to be in operation 
and excepting for this difference, the system is working no 
better now than when we left it, though it should still have 
and we alway maintained this was necessary, some means to 
increase the amount of air in the tanks. 


We do not think it is fair to us,for tt Depart 
to make an arbitrary assumption that we are to baame and to 
deduct money from us without first giving us an op ortunity 
of stating our case. It appears to us somewhat as a “try 
it on the dog” policy, which would hardly be expected from 
the Department of Indian Affairs, 


We trust however, from explanations offered herein, 
that you will agree with us that our design for the tanks 
is on the whole, reasonably correct,and not the cause of 
the trouble, and theregore, that no deduction will be made 
from the balance due,But that same will @uly be fotwarded 
to us intact.

A rough estimate of the cost of material to reconstruct this engine 
room and laundry, and put all the windows and frames on each side of the chapel 
back, as well as painting, will be about $2,800,perhaps $3,000 it is difficult 
to make an exact @stimate, as you will understand. 


It is hard to determine the couse of this fire but I am strongly of 
the opening that it was through defective wiring, as it would be tmpossible for 
it to start in the room where there is nothing but brick walls, concrete floor 
and iron machinery, and the only place it appears to me where it could have 
started was between the metal ceiling and roof, where there are wooden joists. 
The laundry was last visited by a member of the staff at 10:45, who reports that 
she found everything in good order, and that there was no fire in the store nor 
had been for six hours previous. 


I am enclosing herewith a snapshot that was taken of the wreck, and 
would point out that the insides of the walls will have to be taken down almost 
entirely, as well as the cross walls. The outside wall which you see will have 
to be taken down in some places two or three feet. Under the cornieging there 
is considerable damage done and this will take considerable to put in good re-

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I arrived here on Wednesday morning and went out to the School 

at once. I found that the Laundry and EngineeRoom were completely gone, nothing 
but the walls standing, and most of these will have to be taken down as they are 
badly burnt. I made @ thorough examination of the Laundry equirment and Encines 
and am thoroughly convin ed that nearly everything will have to be replaced. For~ 
tunately, I met C.A-Lister, President of the Lister Lighting Company here - in 
fact he waited here over @ day to meet me. He had with him an expert on machinery 
and they convinced me beyond doubt that the plant was a complete loss, and that it 
would take more to rebuild it and put it in shape than it would be buy @ new one 
at the cost at which he was prepared to supply the Department with one. I wired 
you submitting the price which was $4,000. This is, bkertewe, $1,000 less than 
it would cost the Department had they been buying through the regular channels.

When I visited the Edmonton 
short time ago, the Principal complmined to me abo’ the 
windows, claiming that the frames were very padly put in 

and were not filled in up to the brick; that you could feel 
the draft blowing in under the sills three to four feet away. 
I looked into the matter myself and I found such to be the 
case. There was a space of an inch between the tile and 
the frame of the sash and the brick also. 


My own opinion is that it will end in 
all the sash having to be taken out before a good job can 
be made. I do not know that the specifications called for 
this filling in, but even if they did not it was the duty of 
the Building Inspector to see that it was done if he knew 


his business. liy opinion is that he did not know his 
business at all, and the Department cannot expect to get 
much for $6.00 a day when we are paying ordinary carpenters 
$800. It seems to me that on important jobs of this kind 
we cannot be too particular in getting number one men to 
supervise the worke I have recommended a man as Inspector 
for the Onion Lake School, but this particular man happens 
to be unfitted for heavy work; however, we cannot always 
get thie clase of man 48 Inspector.

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There is another matter I wish to bring to 
your attention, and that is the inadequate water supply 
for fire protection at the Eamonton School, and it seems 
to me that we should sink another well at this institution 
and put in a force pump halfway between the school and 
the stable- This could connect with the line that leads 
between the present pumphouse and the school, so that 
in the event of one well giving out the other could be 
brought into action. The second well could also look 
after the requirements of the school. I consider this 
a very important matter. With three or four hundred 
children in a place of this kind we cannot be too 


careful.

The fire at the Edmonton School revealed the condition of 
the outside framen of the windows and doors, 


The window frames have not been properly plastered or 
pointed up, The Frames themselves are set back from the brick 
veneer, In some cases the brick moulding does not even cover 
the entire space The result is the air freely enters around 
the brick moulding ami circulates freely behind the bricks, 

Thus the space between the brick veneer and the hollow tile, 
instead of being e dead air Space, causes air to circulate free- 
ly around the entire building, except where the cricks my be 
Close to the walls, Consequently the air enters the ilding 
in strong drafte around eve y otsid indow and door. 


This must be remedied before we attempt to heat the build 
ing another winter, It can be done by renoving the brick moulding 
© inside casing from all outside windows and doors and pro-

F I beg to enclose herewith a report 
on the fire protection at the Tdmonton Indian Residential 
School, which report was made by Mr. Inspector Murison 
on instructions from this office. 


With regard to the standpipes, I am 
quite satisfied that these are sufficient, provided extra 
care is taken by the Principal to see that the pressure 
is always kept on, and that immediately an alarm is given 
the pumps are started in order to keep the pressure up 
as much as possible. The Principal has had instructions 
on this point. Regarding the condition or thé hose, this 
is not a surprise to me, as these hose go out of order in 
a@ very short time and unless closely watched and kept in 
repair they are next thing to useless. I have instructed 
the Principal to obtain new linen hose, which is highly 
recommended. The two existing fire escapes are not 
placed in the proper position; they should be at a point 


where they can be reached from a hall, and not from a 
befroom as they are at the present time, and this change 


showld be made. I am also of the opinion that we should 
have ‘gliding poles from a gallery at each dormitory. A 
ppice ‘for these is submitted in the Inspector's report 
and is/reasonable. With your authority I will take steps 


.to have these changes made. 


We have circularized all the schools 
about keeping their fire apparatus in good shape and

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It was pointed out to me while I ws there that the 
efficiency of the present fire escapes was affected by the way in which 
the doors leading on to the platforms were hung.

BUILDINGS. 

I found the school building clean and tidy 
from the basement to the attic, and although the 
thermometer ranged from 45 to 55 degrees below sero during 
the period of my visit, the building was warm and comfort- 
able. 

Since my last visit four pole fire escapes 
have been installed with access to them from the dormitories 
I found the fire equipment in good shape. 

Some time ago I submitted a report on the 
water supply situation at this school, and I would agein 
respectfully direct your attention to this question. There 
is only one well at this school. It is a very excellent 
well and the water is good for domestic purposes, buthas 
too much soda content for use in the boilers and soft 
water hae to be Supplied. During the past winter, in the 
cold weather, the pump in this well broke and the school 
was without a water supply for three days. They had to 
haul ice for domestic purposes. This situation would be 
rather bad in the event of a fire taking place at such a 
time, and I would recommend strongly thet a second well be 
sunk eo that in the event of one pump getting out of order, 
and there is no doubt that it will in time, there would be 
the second well to fall back upon. The only water storege 
ie provided in two 1100 gal. pressure tanks, and in the 
event of fire thie would become exhausted in about 15 
minutes. It seems to me that a cement water storage tank 
should be provided. I would also point out that we have 


ro facilities for storing soft water at thie sch@ol, and

although we have a large roof surface, the rain fall 

during the summer is allowed to go to wa cement 

tank would provide storage for soft water which could be

When visiting the dormitories it was noted 
that the mattresees which were originally supplied were in 
very poor condition; in fact, they are worn out and should 
be replaced.

You will see from this report that the 
situation at the Edmonton Indian Residential School is all 
that could be desired and that the work is carried on in & 
satisfactory manner. The Inspector draws attention to the 
matter of the water supply at this institution, and I may 
say that, in my opinion, there is no necessity for digging 
another well, which might entail an expenditure of five 
or six thousand dollars. It does seem necessary, however, 
to have an additional supply of water on hand and it seems 
to me that we should have & reservoir near the school into 
which the water from the well could be pumped and from there 
would be pumped into the pressure tanks. On the other

Dear Sir; 

I have sport that on Tuesday Morning Apri th, the 
sucker rods of our pump parted, Since then we have been without water 
and have only now got the pump operating and water once more into 
the school, We found that the coupling at a depth 80 feet had 
given out. This made it necessary to pull up the sucker rods and 
also the heavy 4" pump casing. The work is very heavy and cannot 
be done in any case under two days with everything going well. If 
anything went wrong we might be out of water for an indefinite 
length of time.. With the amount of water to be pumped, the 
inevitable friction, and the weight of the machinery,- we may expect 
these breaks from time to time. Fach time it is a lower coupling 
which gives out, and this requires so much more time. It is now 
about five years since the well was completely out so the cout 
have become loose, and there requires considerable readjustment. 

Now I wish to point out that the well is a first class 

that can be desired as far as it goes. 

( we pump close J pr i pump is 
alright, but very Beavy and requiring e to move it to say 
nothing of labor and machinery;- It is however the fact that we are 
liable without warning to be left without water for ys or longer 
that is the serious fact, arné this in a coiftnity of some I50 
people to say nothing of stock or sanitery conditions, and also 
possible fire. I might say that just at the time we had the 
plasteres and they required about 20 barrels of water a day. In 
order to meet the need we had to take every boy out of school and 
carry water from the sloughs and ditches »y the road side. This 
should not happen whenever any little repair of the pump is 


necessary. and yet we cannot do otherwise. I think it is 
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unnecessary for me to ee our need as these facts are 
WDrcuve more or 188s familiar to you. The fact is we need another 
well which can be used az @ relief well or an alternate. This is 
required immediately and I herewith request authority to arrange 
for test holee to be put down and if satisfactory sm@ another well 
be drilled. If this is agreeable to the Department I would be glad of 
a wire to that effect. In the meantime if the Department wishes one 
of their inspectors might visit me and make a report on the matter. 
This well is quite another matter from further tanks, or rain water 
supply,or overhead stand-pipe, it is the matter of a water s ly 
in case of a temporary break . We should get right at this in 
view of the coming of the Brandon children. 

I may say that we did all the work ourselves this time, 
the only expense being some tools and pullys which were necessary,

Date of Inspections- May 1 & 2,1929. 


The school is a four-storied structure of brick 
and hollow tiles; there are about 150 children in residence 
there, and an additional 100 from Brandon are to be 
brought there temporarily during alterations at Brandon.

The water supply is obtained from a well about 
320 ft. north of the school itself; while the quality leaves 
something to be desired, the quantity appears to be adequate. 
About 10,000 gals. per day appears to be used at present, 
end it seems fair to assume that another 6,000 gals.will 
supply the additional pupils expected. 


File 753-5, 
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I am informed that the well has yielded 40 gals.per 
minute on test without any diminution or 57,600 gals.per day. 
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The reason why a second well is needed is that the 
machinery for raising the water out of the present well is 
in very poor condition and likely to break down at any moment; 
the power head is of an obsolete type and worn out while the 
piping and rods in the well have given much trouble,and have 
had to be pulled out upon several occasions with makeshift 
equipment. The supply might be cut off for several days (or 
even weeks) while repairs are being made, and as the two 
pressure tanks (the only storage) only contain about an hour's 
supply it will be realized that the situation is serious. 
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The best remedy is a second well; the only alternative 
is storage which would cost more than a second well is likely 
te do for anything more than a day’s supply; moreover the 
soda or other salts in the water make its taste more unpalatable 
after storage. 


The best site for the proposed new well appears to 
be near the northeast corner of the boiler house. While of 
course & well alongside the existing one would be more certain 
of striking a supply, it might be that it would reduce the 
yield of the first. Moreover for several reasons it would 
be more convenient to have the pumping machinery handy to 
the existing boiler room and electric light plant. 


The proposal made by Mr.Woodaworth, the Superintendent,

¥rom the fire protection point of view the situation 
is equally serious. There are two (1g") fire hydrante on each 
floor, eight in all dependent upon the same well and pump driven 
by a 7 BeH.P. engine. 


Yo reach the top floor it would have to raise the 
water 160 feet in the well and then lift it about 36 feet 
in the building; there would be the friction inl75 feet of 4"pipe, 
320 feet of 3", 100 feet of 2" and 30 feet of 14 *. The volume 
and pressure obtained would be very small. 


As the fire-nozzles are attached to the domestic 
service pipes, any failure in these due either to extra pressure

In thie connection I have to say that the stock of 
these brushes which the Department had on hand has 
been entirely distributed. They were taken over 
from the Soldiers’ Civil Re-Zstablishment without 
cost to this Department. In future, when tooth 
brushes are required at residential schools, they 
will have to be purchased by the school authorities 
from their per capita grant or other receipts. 

We are unable, therefore, to comply with your 
request to be furnished with the above number of 


tooth brushes.

I beg to inform you that I was at the 
Edmonton Indian Residential School on the Sth. instant, and 
went into several matters that had been pending for some 
considerable time. 


One of the matters discussed was an 
additional water supply. There is only one well here, which 
is the sole source of water supply for the school, and if 
something should happen, ds breaking or becoming 
disconnected in the we ter of days before 

+ water in 
the meantime. -] z 
the supplementary supply and for this 
reason I feel like recom well be sunk. 


If water can be reached at about 140 
feet, the cost for drilling and casing should not be more than 
between $600.00 and $800.00. A pump and engine would, of 
course, have to be supplied, and this might cost another $600.00. 
However, I do not see how we can get along without this 
additional well. At one time I did think that some other plan 
could be devised, put after visiting the school and looking 
carefully into the situstion I am convinced that this is the 
only course to follow. The total cost should not exceed 
$1400.00.

Another matter that was brought to my 
attention was the necessity for lining the hog pen. This 
would take about 5000 ft. of lumber, which could possibly 
be delivered for $250.00. I would strongly recommend that 
it be allowed. 


The need of a barn for young heifers and 
calves was also gone into. I am getting figures on this 
and they will be submitted to you. We have such buildings 
at other schools and I think one should be supplied here. 


The matter of supplying a refrigerator has 
been brought to the attention of the Department before. 
This, of course, is absolutely necessary; it is just a question 
of what is the best type to install. 


The Calgary Power Company's line passes by 
this institution and I do not think the Department should 
do anything about the lighting system until we can use this 
power. 


A request was also made to have two carloads 
of sand sent there for use in the small children's playground. 
This might cost $200.00 or perhaps a little more, and I think 
it should be allowed. aa

This group of schools 
comprises the following: Branéion, Elkhorn, 
Qu'Appelle, Edmonton and St. Albert. 
practically all Indian residential schools forward 
requests for estimates through their church author- 


ities. 


Principal Woodsworth has not received 
authority from the Department to expend any 
specified sum on repairs. I find that the only 
authority in this connection that was directed 
to him during the calendar year 1930 was permis- 
gion to install a jacket heater, at an approximate 
cost of less than 00. This, of course, was an 
emergency. He has submitted a few small accounts 
for repairs to mechanical plant. Whenever funds 
can be found, the Department supplies at least 
the materials that are necessary to keep the 
government-owned buildings in repair. At other 
times, the principal is asked to meet the cost 


from school earnings.

Referring to the third paragraph of 
your letter No. 110-0-5 dated February 18th, in 
connection with putting in extra platforms to reduce 
the length of the drop from the pole fire escapes at 
the Edmonton Residential School, I may inform you that 
I have made further enquiry into this matter, and find 
that this work cannot be performed by the Principal and 
his staff. The cutting of the pipes the installation 
of the platforms entails more work th I had at first 
anticipated. 


There are 6 pole escapes from this building; 
two at the east, 2 at the west, and 2 at the north sides 
of the building. Thies will necessitate the installation 
of 6 new platforms. The Principal suggests that the 3" 
poles at the east and west ends of the building be 
replaced with 2" poles as the 3" poles are too large for 
the smaller children, and also that the openings be made 
smaller at the upper landings as the little children are 
frightened when rea ng over too big a hole. 


The Edmonton Iron Fence & Wire Works have 
submitted a price of $790.25 for the material and work 
in connection with the sted changes. This would 
mean a heavy expenditure m the school earnings, and 
the question of payment m t be re-considered 
epartment.

From Mr. Burfield's report you will note thet he 
is not altogether in favor of drilling a second well in the 
vicinity of the present one but prefers to drill at another 
site first and so have an entirely independent source of 
supply. On this point I quite agree with Mr. Burfield, should 
it be found necessary at any time to put down another well. 


It is pointed out in the report thet it is exceedingly 
aifficult to arrive at any conclusion until we ere advised 
what funds can be made available for improving the water supply 
conditions et this site. It would seem that by the construction 
of an elevated tenk of some twenty thousand gallon capacity, 
one hundred feet high, adequate fire protection would be 
ensured and no doubt the present supply would be sufficient to 
take cere of this reserve. If, on the other hand, sufficient 
funds are not available for this expenditure---which Mr.Burfield 
has estimated at approximately eight thousand dollars, the 
other minor changes which he has suggested in the earlier part 
of his report would seem the most desirable. 


We are of the opinion that under existing conditions 
there is not adequete provision for fire fighting. If a fire 
occurred, especially in winter, it could be handled more 
expeditiously with an automatic pumping system. Also, an 
elevated storage tank affords greater security than any other

We are now in receipt of a report prepared by Mr. 
eRe MoDougall of our Banff office, after his inspection of roof 
conditions at the above. The report has been enalyzed 
Architect end comment is furnished for your information as 
follows: - 


The building erected over twenty years ago has never 
had any major repsir work, and is now badly in need of extensive 
roof repairs, repairs to interior plester work and to a lesser 
degree, repsirs to exterior brickwork. 


While a concealed eavestrough built into the cornice 
is considered to ce the source of moet of the trouble, the 
asbestos arivgles have become loosened, anc sections of the ridge 
noll are missing. MNeserly 2il1 metal flashing needs repair or 
replacement, and the louver openings in the cupolasre so built 
as to admit water to the roof space. 


The concealed eavestrough has proven unsuitable for 
buildings subject to heavy snow ani severe frost conditions. It 
is pleced behind the top members of the cornice, above the face 
brick in the wail, and due to continual expansion and contraction 
from fre ng ani thawing of ice retained in the trough during 
the winter, the joints in the metal lining have been forced opens 
AS @ Gomsequence the ick and tile walls have become saturated, 
the wooden members of the cornice are rotted and plaster on the 
inside as well brickwork on the exterior face of the wails has 
suifered considerable damage.

With reference to repair work at present being carried out to 
the above school building and further to our memrandum of the 10th 
instant, we are in receipt of e« letter and estimate, from J. C. 
Haddow, Contractor, dated October Sth covering a number of addi- 
tionel repair items required at the school, but not covered by 
Haddow's present contract. This estimate was requested by Indian 
Agent Faunt and referred to in the report of Mr. Walker dated October 
Sra. 


With regard to repairs for outebuildings, Mr. Haddow advises 
that maintenance of these buildings, in his opinion, has been ser- 
iously neglected. Our officer, who visited the school lest. July con- 
cours in this, and from his observations can verify Mr. Haddow's con- 
Clusions in the following estimate of repairs, necessary to put these 
buildings in a state of stability and temporary repair. 


This estimate is for work considered essential and does not 
attempt to include all repsair work that should have been done during 
past yeers for edequate maintenance of the structures effected. 


{A) Repairs to outlying buildings.

dian Agent has thority for the purchase of about 12 new toilet 
but that they are herd to get. Every tank in 

the school is rroded past safe use and many of the toilet bowls 

are broken and patched. Anything that could be done to hasten 
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the getting of these fixtures should be done. 
The wash b ms 

in the basement wash places are very badly chipped and eaten 
away by the sodiu charged water available at the school. They 
are perhaps only 1 derately insenitary, but they are discreéitable 
looking to say the least. It is suggested that replacement be 
deferred until they can be replaced by a stainless steel trough 
about 12 feet long with hot and cold taps above so that the pupils 
can wash in runnting water, directly from those taps and not in 
the trough or in wash basins. Taps of s 1 calibre or small de- 
livery could be installed to conserve ter. Washing in basins 
is not a clean process at any time. The taps, of course, would 
have to be of the mixing kind. 

Stainless steel is rec vended as 
the only material I know of which will resist corrosion by the 


kind of water available at this and probably other western schools. 


The water at this school has ttacked even the clay of which the 
present enamelled basins are ade. 

The drinking water installations 
are not very satisfactory in the basement play rooms. Drinking 
fourtains of the gush type were originally installed but were un- 
popular and hard to keep in working order. Not one, in fact is 
working now. I am not sure that a common tap turned sidewise 
can be improved upon, but it should heve some sort of guard to 
prevent contact with the mouth, and should be fed by a pipe 
which will not be heated by nearness to some warm object. This 
paragraph is of general aprlication. Drinking facilities are 
important at any school. No new ones are diately suggested 
at the school in question. 

The whole insttitution shows the 
effect of lack of maintenence during the war. 1t is in fact badly 
run down. Considering this, it is clean from a soap and water 
point of view. 

The immedia.e action recommended in this report 
is authority for repair of the sewer pipe, but it is intended 
to re-inforce other recommendations which will be submitted 
by the Indian Agent or Principal.

Further to our report of the 28th August, and depart- 
mental telegram of the 6th September, this is to report that an 
intensive inspection was made of this school on the 30th September, 


The Principal had exceeded the authorized expenditure: 


(a) Renovating,= The basement - boy's and girls’ play-rooms, 
wash-rooms and the pupils’ dining-room had 
been completely re-decorated; also the stairways leading to 
ant; a small room on the ground floor, which was 

in very bad shape, and is de gnated as the boys' reading 
room, had also been re-decorated; and on the first floor, 
two girls' and two boys' dormitories had been done -=- at an 
approximate total c of $1,500.00. 


It must be said that ell this work was very 
badly needed. 


Boilers,=- The boiler inspector had gone over the heat= 
ing plant, and one of the boilers proved 

dangerous under pressure, end permission was not granted 

to use it unless it were re-tubed, and fittings that had 

burst or were pitted, replaced; fortunately tubes, which 

are very scarce, were located and this boiler put into 

working order at a cost of approximately $500.00. 


(c) Plumbing,= Necessary plumbing fixtures ~- repairs and 
replacements -- totalled approximately 
another $500.00. 


The grand total expended will be approximately $2,500.00. Mr. 
Staley explained, thet so far as the plant repairs and replace~- 
ments were concerned, he had no other alternative but to proceed 
as ordered; in this it is agreed. 


With regard to the renovation, nothing was found to 
have been done which could very well have been left undone, and 
still expect the Indians to have the regard for the institution 
that it is hoped to gete 


The above is not all: With knowledge of the past spread 
of skin disease at this school, the Principal had an inspection 
made by the Provincial Sanitary Officer; this gentleman's report 
is attached hereto. Enclosed also is a letter from Ur. L. Stone, 
who made an inspection of the septic system in company with the 
writer. From these reports it is clearly seen that something has 
to be done to make this institution more sanitary before the 
pupils get settled therein: 


- The bathing facilities are inadequate, and to complete 
same, two (2) bath-tubs must be purchased, at an estimated cost 
of $200.00. 
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2.= Hight (8) toiler bowls and tanks are required, at an 
approximate cost of $400.00. 


3.< The Septic Tank must be cleaned, and then put in running 
order. Though we are not familiar with this type of plant, it is 
thought the total cost cannot be ve great, if the plant is work- 
ing at all; it will be mostly labor. 


4e~ Repairs to a utility building which is allocated for 
vocational training, will total around $200.00. ‘here are 24 
broken windows which must be repaired and replaced.

On Wednesday, August 28th, 1 visited the 
above named residence with you and examined the porch, 
which has been in a bad condition for a long time. 


On October 8th, 1945, I gave a tentative figure 
which at that time would have put the porch back in feir 
condition. 


This figure would not apply now, as the damage 
is becoming progressively worse; in fact it is now in the 
dangerous stage, and should not be allowed to go any further. 
The porch should be torn down and rebuilt on a better founda- 
tion, as the existing footing wall is shiver-d and broken so 
badly as to be useless. 


Of course the porch covld be eliminated, but, if 
so, the existing platform would have to be extended, necess- 
itating e@ certain amount of foundation work and the brickwork 
on the house would still have to be toothed in and brought up 
to the door on both sides and over the door to the window 
sills. 


There is no doubt also that this procedure would 


seriously detract from the appéarance of the house and would 
not be a great saving in coste

We cannot see any reason for keeping the doors locked 
in the two staff bedrooms when the dormitories are occupied. 
You should inform the principal immediately that the Vepartment 
expects these doors to be kept unlocked so that if necessary the 
children can use these exits. 


Some years ago we decided to allow an amount for night 
watchmen to certain Indian residential schools where it was felt 
a definite fire hazard existed. We never previously considered 
the Edmonton school in the class just mentioned. However, in 
view of your recommendation, we are prepared to allow an amount 
of $40.00 a month until April 30, 1947 towards the salary of a 
night watchman at the Kamonton school. It should definitely be 
understood thet this is only a temporary measure.

"A very unusual situation exists in connection with these facilities 
and should be remedied immediately. Fire exit other than main

In 
order to reach the sill of each wimiow it is necessary for the 
children to step up some four feet from the ground level and some 
of the children being so small it would therefore necessitate 
older children rendering assistance. juch exit facilities are 
inedequate for an occupancy of this type and would recommend thet 
windows be removed, standard doors installed and to be equipped 


«with approved type of panic bolts. There are two other exits, 


but these are located in the two staff bedrooms, doors are kept 
locked and the children deprived of their access."

be carried out without effecting the building. However, you may 
make inquiries and let us know. In the meantime it would be 
advisable to have permanent steps made leading to the windows 
which are used as an exit to the fire escape.

"Fire aa The fire escapes are lendings 
providec with poles to the ground and are not 
prectical for younger pupils. in this connection, 
it may be noted that in order to p the older 
doys and girls within the dormitories during the 
evenings locks hod to ve attuched to the doors and 
windows leading to the fire escapes.” 


The above item refers to fire escapes, which apparently 
were not included in the riginal design to provide fire exits 
from dormitories and classrooms. Two standard fire @scapes are 
shown on original plens at the rear of the building and ere in 
place, 


Reference was ulso made to the doubtful utility of 
the type of fire escape under discussion in a memorandum dated 
October 7, 1944, with photographs attac ed, in which it was 

recommended that considerati be given to providing the usuel 
steel stairs and rails.

the Boiler Inspecsor in regard to the condition of the boilers 
in this institution. 


They would av eur to be in much worse condétion 
than I had anticipated, necessitating the doing of a considerable 
repair job, before we can use the boilers next winter. 


It would appear that in the beginning and before 
the large soft water cistern was installed, the water from the 
well was used in these boilers, You yourself have seen the effect 
this water has on all metal work in the building ana presumably 
the corrosive action once started has continued ever since, with 
the result that the plates have been eaten rignt through. 
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When speaking to you about th+ condition of the 
boilers, I was not aware that the well water had ever been used, 
but on talking to the engineer on his return from holidays, I 
learned that the soft water cistern was not put in for some time 
after the school was built.

New washout openings and a new return connection 
will be necessary in replaced outer sheet. An additional 


row of stays will aiso be necessary. 


"Boiler No. (A) 6895. The water legs of this Boiler are 
extensively and deeply pitted with the pitting still active. 
We would suggest that this boiler be treated with zinc, lime 
and graphite to arrest the pitting, and thet a connection 

for the blow-down be provided just above the foundation ring.” 


You may make arrang' ts for the work the Boiler 
Inspector recommends and the Department will depend on you 
to keep the cost as low as possible.

to the school. The paper on both the walle and ceilings of these rooms 
was in very bad shape and in many places wes hanging loose. This was 
ceu.ed by the 1 roof which hed been repairea ky the year before. 


It was an unsightly meee and Wr.Ayries heving offered to 
do the two rooms for $50.00 we told him to go ahead and do the job, 
hoping that the m ney might be forthcoming from somewhere to pay fot it,
